Search Committee meets with consultants

WILMINGTON — The 
Wilmington Town Mana- 
ger Search Committee 
met on Nov. 21. 

After approval of the 
minutes, chairperson Rob 
Peterson welcomed Com- 
munity Paradigm Associ- 
ates to address the com- 
mittee. CPA has been re- 
tained by Wilmington to 
conduct a search for Wil- 
mington’s next town ma- 
nager. 

Members Ray Lepore 
and John Doherty were 
not present. Member Sean 
Hennigan made his first 
appearance. 

Founder and managing 
principal Bernie Lynch 
and senior associate Ju- 
lie Jacobson presented a 
standard timeline to the 


committee with steps 
outlining the process for 
the search. 

Lynch encouraged the 
board to think about 
where the town is right 
now and how it is differ- 
ent from the last time it 
hired a town manager. 
Lynch discussed the vari- 
ous stakeholder groups 
his team would engage 
and that they typically 
run a 15 week process. 

Lynch also stated that a 
questionnaire is useful to 
elicit input about attrib- 
utes. that stakeholders, 
including department 
heads and the communi- 
ty, would like to see in 
the next town manager. 

The results from the 
survey would be incorpo- 
rated into a marketing 
report that would then be 
used to attract candi- 
dates for the _ position. 


Wilmington launches 
town manager 
search survey

WILMINGTON — In col- 
laboration with Commu- 
nity Paradigm Associates, 
the Wilmington Town Ma- 
nager Screening Commit- 
tee has launched an online 
survey to gather input 
from residents, employ- 
ees, and other. stakehold- 
ers as to the characteris- 
tics desired in the town’s 
next chief administrator. 

The firm, based in Ply- 
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mouth, has been retained 
by the town to execute the 
process of soliciting and 
evaluating candidates for 
the position, using their ex- 
pertise and reach to con- 
nect with candidates that 
can lead Wilmington. 

The Search Committee 
was formed when former 
Town Manager Jeff Hull 
announced his retirement. 
Hull completed his time in 
Wilmington on Oct. 31 and 
Veterans Agent Lou Cim- 
aglia was named interim 
town manager by the Sel- 
ect Board. 

According to a press re- 
lease issued by the town, 
Rob Peterson, chairperson 
of the committee, said, “We 
are interested in hearing 
recommendations regar- 
ding the skills and exper- 
ience Wilmington’s. stake- 
holders would like to see in 
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Lynch referenced preévi- 


‘ous work with the towns 


of Sudbury and Bedford 
as examples. 

Lynch encouraged the 
committee to highlight 
upcoming capital proj- 
ects such as new schools 
and the new senior center 
as a way to attract candi- 
dates for which those 
details about the commu- 
nity would be of interest. 

Members took turns ad- 
dressing topics of inter- 
est for Lynch and Jacob- 
son. Paul Ruggiero, as- 
sistant school superin- 
tendent of administra- 
tion and finance, dis- 
cussed long range plans 
for the schools, including 
the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority pro- 
cess and the eventual 
consolidation or other 
plan to address school 
buildings spread out over 


town. 

Peterson added that 
there is some division 
between the Select Board 
and the School Commit- 
tee currently and the new 
town leader will need to 
find common ground. 

Committee member and 
former town manager 
Mike Caira discussed the 
long tenure of previous 
town managers, stating, 
“from 1968 until now there 
have only been four man- 
agers,” and using stabili- 
ty as. a selling point. 

Caira said the town is 
in a good financial posi- 
tion and is looking for a 
“strong leader.” 

Town finance director 
and committee member 
Bryan Perry discussed 
the town’s financial posi- 
tion, the many projects 
underway, and the hope 
that a new manager could 


bring vision and ideas for 
various “operational up- 
grades” that are needed 
to bring things into more 
of a current state. 

Committee. member and 
town moderator Jonathan 
Eaton mentioned addi- 
tional projects for consid- 
eration such as a new 
trash contract that will be 
coming up, the MBTA 
communities zoning re- 
quirement, the Olin Che- 
mical superfund site, and 
land at 333 Andover St. 
that the town is looking to 
acquire. 

Member Mike Cham- 
poux, a former Select 
Board member, mention- 
ed demeanor as an im- 
portant quality, noting 
that a “delicate balance” 
must be struck in having 
command of informa- 
tion, working with differ- 
ent parties in the town,

and understanding com- 
peting interests in the 
community. 

Champoux also wants 
to the new town manager 
to focus on economic de- 
velopment and the cre- 
ation of a “real downtown.” 

Peterson gave his 
thoughts, saying it is 
important for the next 
town manager to look at 
the role in three ways:

Planning Board discusses

TEWKSBURY — The 
Tewksbury Planning Board 
met on Monday, Nov. 27, 
2023 at town hall.

Greenery next to Wamesit 
Lanes. The parcel has 
been up for sale since 2022. 

The company is seeking 
to demolish the existing 
buildings and construct a 
single-tunnel car wash. 
The company will add 
improved stormwater and 


groundwater systems in 
compliance with the Con- 
servation Commission, 
and water from the car 
wash will be recycled. The 
site will have a single exit. 

Member Vinny Fratalia 
sought a traffic study and 
informed the proponent 
that the Petroil station 
across the street has a car 
wash. 

Member Jim _ Duffy 
sought to minimize light- 
ing disturbances to neigh- 
bors. 

“T just think that if you 
guys are going to come in 
and put a new facility in 
there, that you should be 
responsible for your own 
stormwater and maintain 
your own facilities and so 
forth,” he said. 

Don MacLaren, owner of 
Wamesit Lanes, raised 
concerns about stormwa- 
ter overflow to his site 
through his attorney, Don 


at 402 Main St. 


Borenstein. Borenstein re- 
quested peer review of a 
traffic study. 

The board continued the 
item. 

Michael Colomba return- 
ed to the board in hopes of 
gaining final approval for 
Brelundi Italian kitchen 
at the former Mirabella’s 
Bakery site. Chair Steve 
Johnson said he would be 
willing to grant an ap- 
proval conditional on en- 
gineering department sig- 
noff.

DPW plans for 
snow and ice season

TEWKSBURY — The 
Tewksbury Select Board 
met on Nov. 28, 2023, to 
hear a presentation on the 
town’s snow and ice man- 
agement plan. 

DPW Director Kevin Har- 
diman said that his team 
is working diligently to 
prepare for the impen- 
ding winter season. Tewks- 
bury maintains over 320 
lane miles of streets and 
29 acres of parking lots, 
and plows 23 of the town’s 
sidewalks. _ 

Hardiman’s team works 
carefully during storms 
to monitor variables such 
as timing, duration, rate 
of snowfall, snow texture, 
temperature, pavement 
temperature, and pre- 
and post-conditions. 

The DPW uses anti-icing 
technology to reduce snow 


ay 


accumulation and begins 
plowing when there are 2- 
3 inches of accumulated 
snow on the ground. The 
department runs five plow 
routes, each of which has 
a dedicated supervisor 
overseeing town staff and 
contractors. 

Residents can do their 
part to help the DPW 
plow efficiently by remov- 
ing basketball hoops to 
avoid getting caught on 
plows, and avoiding blow- 
ing or plowing snow into 
the street. The overnight 
parking ban is in effect 
from midnight to 6 a.m. 
from Nov. 1 to March 31. 

Residents should keep 


their trash and recycling ~ 


bins off the street, clear 


catch basins, and avoid — 


speeding. Residents can 
help keep their neighbors 
safe by shoveling out 
their local fire hydrants. 
Residents may access 


sand and salt mixtures at 
the DPW for traction, 
and can call the DPW 
dispatch for information 
on when their street will 
be plowed at 978-640-4440. 
Hardiman asked for pa- 
tience while the depart- 
ment works to clear 
roads in a snow emer- 
gency, noting that it takes 
time to plow 157 miles of 
roads and the depart- 
ment is still working to 
recruit plow contractors.

Meghan McCarthy was 
diagnosed with terminal 
cancer at 14 and-a-half 
years old. The Tewksbury 
native passed away from 
Glioblastoma Multiforme, a 
highly aggressive and inop- 
erable type of brain tumor, 
on Jan. 19, 2010 at the age of 
17 and just after she gradu- 
ated from Tewksbury Me- 
morial High School. 

Although McCarthy was 
only given 17 years on this 
Earth, her memory will 
live on long after she’s gone 
through not only her family 
and friends that knew her, 
but through all the lives she 
touched thanks to the 
Meghan McCarthy Re- 
search Fund and Meghan 
McCarthy Fashion Show. 
The show takes place every 
year at TMHS and raises 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for the Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute. 


The show existed before 
and while McCarthy was a 
student at TMHS, raising 
money for the Muscular 
Dystrophy Association. 
Then, after her passing, 
new DECA advisor Jim Sul- 
livan shifted the focus to the 
teenager. 

During her years at 
TMHS, McCarthy, de- 
scribed as a smart, vibrant 
and athletic freshman, par- 
ticipated in the DECA fash- 
ion show, walking the 
runway despite her health. 
She raised money for the 
Flying Henrys, her pedal 
partner in the Pan Mass 
Challenge. 

Following her death, the 
DECA program chose to 
dedicate the annual fashion 
show in her memory. 

“McCarthy represented 
everything that is good and 
great about Tewksbury 
and our community,” 
Sullivan said. 

Money raised through

the fashion show goes to the 
Meghan- McCarthy Re- 
search Fund, started by 
Meghan’s mother Lee Mc- 
Carthy in 2010. Today, the 
fund has donated more 
than $1M to Dana Farber in 
its fight against cancer. 

When asked what it 
meant to hit that $1M mile- 
stone, Lee said, “Reaching 
this milestone is some- 
thing I never thought 
could be possible. When 
we reached $100,000, I 
thought that was an 
amazing feat.” 

She added her surprise 
that “a young girl, diag- 
nosed with terminal can- 
cer at 14-and-a-half years 
old, could inspire a small 
town to continue to raise 
funds for over 13 years.” 

Lee said her daughter 
had “confidence in her vi- 
sion and then everyone 
else trusted in it also. This 
is proof that an accumula- 
tion of small acts of kind-

Hugh Grant learned some years ago 
that if a filmmaker doesn't make some- 
thing from the heart, it shows. The films 
that work best, and are most loved, he's 
found, are the ones that the directors really 
meant. 

It applied to his romantic comedies with 
Richard Curtis as well as "Paddington 2." 
And he's pretty sure it's true of " Wonka." 
The lavish big screen musical about a 
young Willy Wonka — before Charlie, be- 
fore the chocolate factory — is dancing 
into theaters this month with its heart on 
its velvet sleeve. 

Like the "Paddington" movies, "Wonka" 
was dreamt up by Paul King, a lifetime 
Roald Dahl fan and a writer and director 
whom his collaborators somewhat univer- 
sally agree may actually be Paddington in 
a human costume. With a beloved troupe 
of actors, including Grant, Timothée Cha- 
lamet, Olivia Colman, Sally Hawkins as

-well as newcomer Calah Lane, its vibrant 


costumes and sets and a contagious "let's 
put on a show" energy, "Wonka" feels like 
a modern homage to classic MGM produc- 
tions of the 1940s. 

But King wasn't so sure about "Wonka" 
at first. He worried that like so many other 
"brands," a young Willy Wonka movie was 
something devised in a boardroom with vi- 
sions of "12,000 movies and a TV show." 

Then he went back to the book, which 
he'd read so many times as a child that the 
pages fell out of the spine. This time he 
found not just:a great character in Willy 
Wonka, an unapologetically flamboyant 
dreamer whom Dahl also seemed a bit ob- 
sessed with, but also a breakthrough about 
his work. 

"I realized how informative Dahl had 
been to everything that I love about family 
movies. They've got these great heightened 
characters, but there's a real beating heart 
to them," King said. "It was like, oh this is

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“During the 961 days that she battled cancer,” her 
mother told those assembled at TMHS, “Meghan spent 
her time teaching us that every day presents us with an- 
other opportunity to pursue greatness, to achieve in the 
face of adversity, and to inspire others to demonstrate 
those qualities.” 

She continued: “Through the efforts and generosity of 
many, we have not only reached, but have exceeded the 
amazing amount of $1 million raised. The success of 
tonight’s show is what has allowed us to achieve this as- 
tounding feat.” 

_ The McCarthy family owes so much of the success 
achieved by the Meghan McCarthy Research Fund to the 
Tewksbury community. 

“We couldn’t ask for a more supportive community,” 
Lee said. “From the day that Meghan was diagnosed, we 
were fully embraced by the Town of Tewksbury and the 
surrounding community.” 

She also praised those at Dana Farber who treated and 
supported Meghan through her nearly three year battle. 

“We were supported by the local community itself and 
the Dana Farber community. Meghan was able to go on 
four trips through the Jimmy Fund and swam with the 
dolphins through Make-A-Wish.” 

Her work also allowed her to throw out the first pitch 
at a Lowell Spinners game, become a Stop & Shop Brain 
Tumor Poster Child, speak at the Par Fore the Cure golf 
tournament, and receive recognition from the Lowell Sun 
as one of the paper’s most fascinating people of 2008. 

Having two older brothers, Meghan spent many years 
standing up for herself and persevering, traits that she 
carried with her until her untimely death. 

“Describing her as determined is an understatement,” 
her mother said. “More than anything else, she just 
wanted to be an average teenager. She lived each day to 
the fullest and continued to do what she wanted to do. I 


think Meghan would be very proud of how much money | 


has been raised in her name and all the good that will 
come from it.” 

The “good” Meghan’s mother speaks about includes 
finding ways to combat this seemingly unbeatable disease. 
This year alone, according to Lee, 10,000 brain tumor pa- 
tients will succumb to this disease. With a five-year sur- 
vival rate of 6.9 percent and an average length of survival 
of eight months, Glioblastoma (GBM) is one of the most 
complex, deadly, and treatment-resistant cancers. 

More than 14,490 Americans are expected to receive a 
GBM diagnosis in 2023. GBM accounts for 50 percent of 
all primary malignant brain tumors. GBM is incurable 
and fatal for 95 percent of those diagnosed. 

Meghan’s mother then listed off several prominent 
names diagnosed with Glioblastoma including Senator 
John McCain, Senator Ted Kennedy, Beau Biden, and 
Heather Walker, V.P. of Public Relations for the Celtics. 

“Closer to home is our own volunteer girls’ basketball 
coach, Mike Hayes, who is currently fighting,” Lee noted. 

She also mentioned the recently deceased Tim Wake- 
field, pitcher for the Boston Red Sox, saying, although the 
type of brain tumor that took his life has not been dis- 


closed, “we know that it was 
malignant and aggressive.” 

In a_ strange twist, 
Meghan’s mother acknowl- 
edged how Meghan once 
met the pitcher during one 
of her trips to Spring Train- 
ing through the Jimmy 
Fund. 

Despite first being identi- 
fied in the 1920s, Lee told the 
audience there have been 
only four drugs and one de- 
vice ever approved by the 
FDA for the treatment of 
Glioblastoma. Survival 
rates for patients with 
Glioblastoma have not sig- 
nificantly improved in 
nearly 40 years. 

Glioblastoma is one of 
the most expensive cancers, 
and indeed diseases, to 
treat. Patients typically re- 
quire a broad spectrum of 
specialty care, including 
brain surgery, repeated 
MRIs, radiation, 
chemotherapy, rehabilita- 
tion, steroids, anti-epileptic 
drugs, physical and/or occupational therapy and palliative 
care. 

“Dana Farber and the Meghan McCarthy Research 
Fund are passionately committed to brain tumor patients 
and their care partners,” Meghan’s mother stated. 
“Progress made within the brain tumor community helps 
other cancer patients as well because the knowledge 
gained can be shared with researchers across all cancer 
types. With your support we can offer incredible new hope 
for improved treatments and a better quality of life for all 
those impacted by all types of cancer.” 

Amazingly, Meghan never complained. Her mom said, 
in regard to ways her daughter inspires her even today, “I 
am most inspired by the fact that not once did Meghan 
say ‘why me’ or complain about her circumstances. She 
continued to live her life and met each day with the won- 
der of what it could bring.” 

As for what her daughter would think about her illness 
inspiring so many people to donate and help raise money, 
Lee said, “Meghan is proud, I am grateful and I can’t wait 
to see what comes next.” 

The fashion show, cornhole tournament and PMC ride 
will all continue annually. The family will continue to raise 
money. Lee said starting the fund wasn’t a difficult 
decision. 

“We knew that we had an incredibly devoted network 
and that we were able to ask them to help us make a dif- 
ference in others’ lives.”

the mothership." 

And, with his "Padding- 
ton 2" co-writer Simon 
Farnaby (of "stop that 
stunning sister" fame), he 
would spend years toiling 
over what they're calling a 
companion piece to the 
Gene Wilder "Charlie and 
the Chocolate Factory." 

Chalamet, the wildly 
popular Oscar-nominated 
actor of "Call Me By Your 
Name" and "Dune," wasn't 
technically a song and 
~ dance man (though his dig- 
ital footprint from his teen 


years contains some evi-, 


dence to .the contrary) 
when he signed on to play 
Wonka. But King was con- 
vinced that he was the per- 
fect person to. balance 
"sincere" and "ridiculous" 
thanks in part to his mem- 
orable (and "hella-tight") 
performance in Greta Ger- 
wig's "Lady Bird." 

This was a little baffling 
to Chalamet, who only 
learned this at the pre- 
miere in London. But for 
him, "Wonka" was a chance 
to do something a bit differ- 
ent, on a grand scale. He 
also understands audiences 
being a little skeptical of 
any spin-off of a beloved 
character, but he takes 
comfort in something Ger- 
wig said while they were 
making "Little Women." 

He recalled her telling 
him "something like, 'For 
anybody that's saying that 
a lot of versions of this have 
been made, you know, when 
it's done well, no one com- 
plains,'" he said. "I think 
Paul really did that here." 

In addition to "Pure 
Imagination" and_ the 


Oompa Loompa song from 
the 1971 film, Neil Hannon, 
frontman of The Divine 
Comedy, wrote six original 
songs, while Christopher 
Gatelli ("Hail, Caesar!") 
oversaw the choreography. 

Though Chalamet grew 
up surrounded by dancers 
(his sister, mother and 
grandmother included), 
and had done musicals at 
his performing arts high 
school, he didn't fully ap- 
preciate the exhaustive 
rigor of it. He'd trained for 
"Wonka" for months, but he 
was still not fully prepared 
for how taxing "take 13" of 
a large-scale dance number 
would be. 

"He's very modest and I 
think that's one of the nice 
things about him," said 
King, who has compared 
Chalamet's singing voice to 


Bing Crosby. 
The sets, overseen by 
production designer 


Nathan Crowley ("Inter- 
stellar") were also some- 
thing grand to behold. King 
wanted the city to look like 
"the best of Europe." In 
total, they built more than 
50 set across three sound- 
stages, a backlot and an 
aircraft hanger around 
Warner Bros. Studios 
Leavesden, in addition to 
several on-site locations in 
the U.K. to give the film its 
whimsical, but grounded 
feel. Lindy Hemming 
("Paddington") designed 
the vibrant costumes.

mother told the audience during the annual fashion show: 

“The first is the discovery that circular bunches of 
DNA can be found in high levels in glioblastoma tumor 
cells. By creating a way to disrupt our DNA Damage Re- 
sponse we can eliminate the recurrence of GBM. One way 
that tumor cells are able to grow back is by engaging this 
DNA Damage Response System. This is a biological 
process that our bodies naturally undergo to repair DNA 
that has been damaged by surgery, radiation and 
chemotherapy. If we can find a way to disrupt this process, 
we can prevent GBM recurrence. 

_ “Secondly is the creation of a virus treatment designed 
by Boston researchers. Brigham and Women’s Hospital 
Scientists report that they have created a cancer-attack- 
ing virus that can effectively target Glioblastoma. The 
virus can infect cancer cells and stimulate an anti-tumor 
immune response. Many cancer types have been treated 
through the re-engineering of viruses that allow our own 
immune system to fight tumor cells.” 

Lee ended her speech by thanking everyone for their 
support: “Thank you for supporting the Meghan McCarthy 
Research Fund, patients, care partners, and helping to 
empower the entire cancer community. And please re- 
member that small acts of kindness and volunteering are 
acts of heroism. They change the odds for all of us. Volun- 
teers don’t get paid, not because they are worthless, but 
because they are priceless.”

Bryson’s unique blend of interests 


equals success for Wildcats

With competitors of all 
abilities, many times the 
runners are left to their 
own devices and can be 
seen running alone, both 
at the beginning of the 
pack and at the end. 

This fall, Wilmington 
High cross country 
coach Joe Patrone had 
an idea that he has uti- 
lized before. 

The Wildcats finished 
the season with a 3-2 
record against Middle- 
sex League Freedom Di- 
vision squads and nearly 
won their third straight 


championship — before 
close losses to Melrose 
and Wakefield. 


On occassion Patrone 
asked his runners to do 
what’s called tempo runs. 

“One of the things that 
we were been able to do 
this season with the girls 
is that when we had a 
meet that we could easi- 
ly win, we have certain 
groups of girls run to- 
gether,” the coach said. 

“Addy (Hunt) and Han- 
nah (Bryson) are two of 
the best runners in the 
league and to me it does 
not matter who finishes 
first between them. The 
entire girls team is such 
a great bunch and they 


~ all get along so well.” 


Patrone saw something 
similar as a coach for 


Peabody High several 


years ago for a Tanner 
team that won the all- 
state meet. 
“I would see the girls 
run together when they 
had a meet where the 
competition was not that 
strong,” he said. “The 
top runner on that team 
was Catarina Rocha who 
was a two-time individ- 
ual All-State Champion 


in cross country. She 


eventually went to Pro- 
vidence College where 
she was an All-American 
and is now the women’s 
cross country coach 
there.” 

When Patrone saw Ro- 
cha happily agree to run 
and finish with team- 
mates she could clearly 
beat, he knew it was 
something to- keep in 
mind going forward. 

“Cat had no problem 
running with the girls as 
a tempo run and then

letting someone else win 
the race,” he said. “I find 
that Hannah and Addy 
are great leaders for this 
team and are great 
teammates. Against Wa- 
tertown the two of them 
let freshman Charlotte 
(Kiley win the race).” 


It preaches solidarity . 


and team spirit over the 
constant need to see who 
can finish the race first. 

Bryson, a senior team 
captain this season and 
one of the strongest run- 
ners in the league, was 
all in with the idea. 

“If we knew the three of 
us were stronger than the 
girls on the other team, 
the three of us would 
pace together so we’re 
not racing every single 
meet. The big thing was 
the state meet and the 
all-state meet. That’s 
what we were working 
toward. We don’t want to 
overwork ourselves if we 
know we can win any- 
Way.” 

It’s cross country’s an- 
swer to teams sitting 
their starters once a 
game has already been 
decided in sports like 
basketball and football. 

That strategy would 
certainly have a chance 
to be met with some re- 
sistance as runners con- 
stantly chase personal 
records (PRs), course 
records and times to 
show to scouts and col- 
lege coaches, but Pat- 
rone presented this to his 
top group, the girls were 
all for it. 

“We have a really good 
team,” Bryson said. 

There’s no I in team. 

There’s no I in tempo 
either. 

Did it work? 

Consider this. 

The WHS girls accom- 
plished their goal, they 
qualified for the all-state 
meet as a team. 

If the willingness of the 
Wildcats to train and 
compete together didn’t 


directly lead to the team’s 
postseason success, it 
sure didn’t hurt. 


As unique as the sce- 
nario was, so too is Bry- 
son. 

Many runners have 
what’s called a kick, a 
sprint at the end of a 
race. 

But. not many runners 
have actual kicks. 

Need an explanation? 

Bryson isn’t the aver- 
age, everyday long-dis- 
tance runner. 

Many cross. country 
standouts often run simi- 
lar events for their 
school’s indoor and out- 
door track and_ field 
squads. 

Not Bryson. 


In the winter, she is on 
the Wildcat wrestling 
team and last year was a 
regular varsity competi- 
tor at 126 pounds — com- 
peting against boys. 

She eventually went on 
to compete in the state 
tournament in the girls 
division, taking third in 
the state and then fifth 
in New England. 

That’s not all. 

Bryson is also a black 
belt in the self defense 
discipline called Krav 
Maga, which is defined 
as “a form of self-de- 
fense and physical train- 
ing, first developed by 
the Israeli army in the 
1940s, based on the use 
of reflexive responses to 
threatening situations.” 

Bryson started self de- 
fense training when a 
friend of her father’s 
opened a studio in Wil- 
mington, IronClad. The 
owner was a former 
MMA fighter. 

“When I was eight or 
nine I tried it out and 
ended up loving it,” she 
said. 

Patrone admits, Bryson 
is more than just a dis- 


tance runner. 
“As good a runner as 
she is, I think that her 


‘favorite sports are mar- 


tial arts,” the coach said. 

“That is why she went 
out for wrestling last 
year, and why she was so 
successful.” 

Bryson admits that 
running cross country 
had many benefits. 

“Running helped a lot 
(with wrestling),” she 
said. “The upper hand I 
had on most people was 
that my endurance was 
so much better.” 

Bryson enjoyed Krav 
Maga so much that she 
even teaches it today. 

“I love teaching,” she 
said. “I also ran an all- 
girls wrestling camp 
over the summer.” 

She admits, long-dis- 
tance running and self- 
defense can share some 
of the same characteris- 
tics when it comes to 
strategy, focus and game 
planning. 

“It’s very mental,” she 
said of running. “I was 
training for my _ black 
belt and would go run- 
ning, then I just decided

to try out for cross coun- 
try. I had no clue how I 
was going to compare to 
anyone else on_ the 
team.” 

She did just fine in that 
department, and the sport 
ultimately was right up 
Bryson’s alley, minus a 
few chops and _ spinning 
kicks. | 

“I liked going long dis- 
tances and kind of push- 
ing myself,” she said. 

She did indoor and out- 
door track as a freshman 
and sophomore before 
transitioning to the 
wrestling mat last winter 
for the first time. She’ll 
be back in the wrestling 
room this season. 

“T’d love to wrestle in 
college,” said Bryson, 
who hopes to study liter- 
ary arts or creative writ- 
ing. 

Whatever she chooses 
to pursue, chances are 
this wrestling, black belt 
wearing, long distance 
running specialist with a 
kick, or two, will be just 
fine. 

“In my time working 
with the cross country 
teams here at WHS,
